solved crimes of the province. The 
tragedy occurred at mile 81, on the 
Alberta aud Great Waterways railway, 
about Christmas time, but it was not . 
until some time afterwards that mur- 
der was suspected, and now it has 
been definitely established, 

The murdered man waa a French. 
min named Slencious Saullever, who 
kept a store about sixty feet from the 
railway track, He was a French re- 
servist, but had been exempted on the 
ground of sickness, He had been Ily- 
ing at the store for about six monthe, 
Previous to that time he had resided 
for a while in Edmonton and British 
Columbia 

The dead body Was found in tho 
store on the day before Christmas 
It was frozen, Two bullet wounds and 
a revolver seemed to tell of suicide. 
Everything at the time apparently fit- 
ted in with that theory, 

No Attempt at Robbery, 

There had been no attempt at rob- 
bery. For instance, the-sum of one 
hundred dollars was found on the 
dead man's peraon and ta the tl, and 
not @ single article of the three hund- 
red dollar stock—the usual stock of
